whereby it may be vphcld. And L.Bb. haue no bet«: 
rer intereſt tro yphold our lawes then Lorde Abbors . 
haue. The ſtate may as well want the one as the 0- 
ther,and with as ſmall inconvenience. 

There -is added as a conclufion of thefe incon+ 
veniences;that it is dangerous to pick quarrels with T-C-pz.81
